William H. Musham, chief fire marshal of 
Ghicago, has resigned. His resignation was 

‘gecepted yesterday by Mayor Harrison, and 
“wext Tuesday morning the old fire fighter will 
sever his connection with the fire department 
after more than forty years of service. At 
the same time his successor will assume the 
duties of the office. 
The name of the new chief will-be sent to 
the council Monday night. Who it will be 
the mayor refuses to say. “ The city coun- 
efi will qet the first information,” he declared 
last night. It is conceded, however, that the 
man will come from the department, and the 
three assistant marshals were all talked of 
jest night. Fire Inspector William J. Bur- 
poughs was also spoken of as a possible 
candidate. 

There were rumors in police and fire de- 
gartment circles that the action was the 
result of a quarrel in which Campion and 
Alé. John J. Brennan were implicated. Cam- 

- pion refused to diecuss the subject. 


Marshal Campion the Favorite. 
First Assistant Marshal John Campion is 
the favorite among the guessers. He is the 
ranking officer in the department, and if 
Mayor Harrison does as he did when he ap- 
pointed Musham, then first assistant, to suc- 
céed Denis J. Swenie, Campion will get the

The divided dioceses are those in which the 
four clergy or four eg cannot agree t> 
vote as a unit.

The vote was' close, and showed some 
growth of sentiment since the famous de- 
bate in San Francisco three years ago, but 
not much. 

On a vote in committee éf the whole, taken 
this forenoon, the vote stood 214 to 19 in favor 
of the new canon, Many of the votes, how- 
ever, were-cast by representatives of the mis- 
sionary districts, but in the vote by orders 
these districts have no voice. The house of 
deputies vote on such questions by orders, 
clerical and lay, and to carry all questions 
must have a majority in both orders. 


Victory for Dr. Parks. 
Addresses at the final session were made by 


‘i the Rev. Dr. F. P. Davenport of Tennessee, 


Chief Justice Stiness of Rhode Island, and 
Francis Lynde Stetson, the New York law- 
yer, advocating the new canon, and by the 
Rev. Dri W. R. Huntington, New York; 
Joseph Packard, Baltimore; and the Rev. 


Dr. J. Lewis Parks, New York, against it. 
The result is looked upon as a great per- 

sonal victory for the Rev. Dr. Parks, who led 

the opposition and wins,out. ; 
Friends of the measure declare that they 


will kéep up the agitation, and as they have |e 


pained strength during the last three years 
they will expect to carry theircause in Rich- 
mond in 1907. The debates were neither 
heated nor brilliant,\and there was nothing 
approaching the inténse interest that ob- 
tained when a vote on the same matter was 
taken three years ago. 


West Favored New Canon. 

The Chicago, Fond du Lac, Milwaukee, 
lowa, Minnesota, Nebraska, Springfield, 
Quincy, and Kansas City deputations voted 
in the affirmative in both orders: Michigan 
was divided in the clerical, and voted against 
in the lay order, and west Michigan no in 
both orders. | : 

The delegates were not divided on lines 
of churchmanship, and the vote does not 
represent high church on one side and low 
church on the other. Messrs. Stetson of 
New York and Lewis of Pennsylvania, two 
eminent laymen who favored the new meas- 
ure, are among the most pronounced low 
churchmen in the Episcopal church today. 


Dispute in China Adjustad. 

The house of bishops at its first session 
today considered a confliction of jurisdiction 
by the American and English churches in 
China. It appears that missionaries were 
sent there by the American church ahead of 
those from England, and at various times 
disputes regarding authority have arisen. 

Today the house of bishops recommended 
that the foreign clergy and their people (the 
English,and American) in Shanghai should 
continue to recognize the bishops by whom 
they have been directed. The native con- 


gregations in Shanghai and the province | 
jof Kiangsu are to recognize the American 


church authority. 


No Primate for America. 

The deputies today voted it to be inex- 
pedient to recommend that a presiding 
bishop be chosen who shall not have a dio- 
cese, but who will simply perform the ex- 
ecutive duties of a primate or president of 
the whole church. The report declared that 
the archbishop of Canterbury has never re- 
linquished his see in spite 6f the fact that he 
has political duties to perform. It was voted 
instead to accord to Bishop Tuttle additional 
clerical help, and to permit the senior bishop 
to continue to exercise the office of presiding 
bishop while retaining his other duties. 

Such extraordinary intefest in missions was 
shown today when Bishop Rowe of Alaska, 
Bishop Graves of Shanghai, and others were 
to speak, that adjournment from a large hall 
had to. be taken to Trinity church and the 
latter was filled in every séat.. 


Will Consecrate Illinois Coadjutor. 

The bishops voted their consent to the 
consecration of the Rev. Father Edward 
Wosborre of Boston as bishop coadjutor of 
the diocese of Springfield, Il.

{SCRAPE ARMS OF 1,700 


One Case of Smallpox Leads to 
_ Wholesale Vaccination. 


SUBMIT OR QUIT WORK. 


Swift & Co.’s Men at the Stockyards 
Treated as a Precaution. 


tion of 1,700 men yesterday. Today 1,300 
more are to be treated and possibly thou- 
‘sands of others employed at the stockyards. 
The vaccinations are only a. precautionary 
measure and not because there is any serious 
danger of a spread of the disease. They are 
warranted to “ take,’’ however, and thou- 
sands of “sore arms’”’ are expected in the 
big plant of Swift & Co. next week. 

The 1,700 vaccinated yesterday were all 
employés of the Swift company. Four physi- 
cians, carrying black bags filled with needles 
and little glass tubes, went through part of. 
the packing plant, leaving behind cattle 
killers, sheep butchers, laborers, and foremen 
with sleeves rolled up and arms “ scratched.” 


Orders Precautionary Measure. 


Dr, Rudolph von Kotsch, chief physician 
for Swift & Co., was responsible for the 
vaccination order. He learned that a small- 
pox patient had been taken to the isolation 
hospital from the Slavonian settlement west 
of Ashiand avenue, in which thousands of 
stockyards workers reside. Fearing that 
some of these had been exposed to the con- 
tagion, he consulted with the officials of 
the company, and immediately ordered his 
assistants to prepare to treat 3,000 men. 

Tt was a big order, but the surgeons knew 
how to handle it. First they secured the 


man. Going into a department they would 
have the employés formed in line, bare their 
arms, and pass the ‘ vaccine bureau "’ at the 
rate of three a minute. Before the tenth 
man had en vaccinated, the first would 
be back at work. Tb see that none escaped 


man’s metal tag. 
Foremen Act as Examples. 

*Tt's vaccination or no work,” the foremen 
explained as they led the way to the 
* bureau’. and were vaccinated to show the 
foreigners it was safe. Some of the Lithu- 
anians and Slavs, however, resisted the sur- 
geons and refused to be treated. Finally 
interpreters made them understand the 
measure was taken for their own protec- 
tion. 

“It is probable the men in the other plants 
will be vaccinated,” said Dr. Von Kotsch. 
“T learned of the smallpox case and believed 
it best to be on the safe side. The health 
department, I understand, is investigating 
the danger of infection in the foreign settle- 
ment. We did not wait foritsorder.” _ 


Example May Be Followed. 


Officials of other packing plants said they 
‘did net know of the smallpox case which had 
caused the precautionary measures at the 
plant of Swift & Cd., but said investigations 
would be made. |

In a gymnasium here today a rich you 
man with fine muscular arms and body, while 
he painfully exercised his legs said patheti- 
cally: | 

‘* My legs are wabbly. I have been riding 
in my automobile all the time for three or 
four years. I have the habit. I have been 
either in-the automobile ‘er asleep all these 
years. Now my wife is not overfond of auto- 
ing and the other evening she said she wouid 

ike to takea walk. 

“It wasa newidea. I had not taken a walk 
in so long it brought back the days of my 
courtship. I grew sentimental and I told her 
I would be delighted. 

‘We started. The great full moon shining 
and for a short time I was living over the old 
days and she seemed exceedingly happy. 


Finds Walking Is Torture. 

“But we had not walked half a mile before 
I wished we were home. I did not want to 
flunk, so I kept on, but my legs hurt me aw- 
fully. The muscles stung me as if they had 
been lashed, my knee joints kept dipping and 
bending involuntarily. I tried to be gay and 
buoyant, but I made a dismal failure, for all 
the time I realized I had gone back jo a 
point where walking was practically impos- 
sible.

Separate Roads for Autos. : 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—“As a result 
of the great agitation caused by the injury 
and in some cases killing of persons by auto- 
mobiles,’ says Consul Hamm at Hull, Eng- 
land, in a report to the state department, “a 
proposition has been made by members of 
the Roads Improvement association to re- 
pair and adapt the old Roman roads to the 
requirements of motor car and cycle traffic.” 
Mr. Hamm says that many of .the public 
roads can no longer be used by pedestrians, 
by riders and drivers of horses, or by bicy- 
cists, without incurring serious risk from 
the drivers of motor cars and motor cycles.

FARMERS AS ATTENDANTS. 


Management Is Accused of Gross Neg- 
ligence by Jury. 


Peoria, Ill., Oct. 14.—[Special. }—Gross neg- 
ligence and incompetency on the part of at- 
tendants of the Bartonville hospital for the 
incurable insane was the verdict of the 
coroner’s jury in the inquest on the body of 
Fred Weber held today. we | 

Weber was an imbecile inmate of the in- 
stitution who, it is declared, was scalded to 
death in a bathtub a few days ago. The 
testimony developed that two of the attend- 
ents had just come from farms and had se- 
cured their jobs through political influence. 
Neither had the slightest hospital or asylum 
training. One had been at the asylum three 
weeks and the other less than two. ; 


Patient Scalded to Death. 

Weber was a crying patient, and while 
bathing cried and moaned, symptoms which 
the attendants did fot understand. The at- 
tendants say the water in which Weber 
bathed was lukewarm, and Dr. Burnham of 
the asylum, who says death was the result 
of senile gangrene, testified that the water 
was milk warm. Dr. Zeller insists the man , 
was scalded to death. 

Jury Censures Management. 

The coroner’s jury charged the manage- 
ment of the asylum with gross carelessness 
and neglect, and condemned it for placing 
in such responsible positions men with so 
little experience. 

Edward Deans, a patient and attendant, 
and Fred G. Weller, who administered the 
baths, are mentioned in the verdict, but no 
recommendation as to prosecutions {s made. 


KING GEORGE OF SAXONY 
DEAD AFTER BRIEF REIGN. 


Monarch Who Succeeded to Throne Upon 


. Death of His Brother Two Years Ago 
Passes Away. | 


DRESDEN, Saxony, Oct. 14.—King George 
of Saxony died here today after a reign of 
scarcely two years, having succeeded his 
brother, King Albert, who died in June, 1902. 
During the day a decree was issued by the 
king appointing his son, Frederick, his repre- 
sentative to discharge all affairs of state dur- 
ing his jliness. 


Frederic Auguste George Louts Guillaume 
Maximilian Charies Marie Nepomucene Bap- 
tiste Kavier Cyrianque Romaine, king of 
Saxony, was born at Pilimetz on Aug. 8, 
1832. 

He was married on May 11, 1859, at Lisbon, 
to Marie Anne, the infanta of Portugal, who 
died on Feb. 56, 1884. He had two children, 
the Princess Mathilde and Prince Frederic . 
August. 

The crown prince was married in 1891 to 
the Archduchess Louise, who has since been 
the subject of much court scandal, because of 
her elopement with the tutor of her children. 

Because of this circumstance the death of 
King George creates some complications 
which it will be difficult to adjust In a satis- 


factory manner unless a reconciliation is ar- 
ranged between the new king and h@ wife.

The enemy showed signs of retreat at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon (Wednesday). 

“ Our force in this direction began the at- 
tack early this (Wednesday) morning, but the 
latest stages of the operation have not been 
reported. 

“A large cavalry commanded 
Prince Kanin, made a detour of the enemy's 
-left flank in the rear of Bensihu, and put the 
enemy's supports in great confusion, there- 
by helping our movement in this direction. 

“ Kanin’s cavalry will again advance to- 
ward the rear of the enemy. 


Bears the Brunt. 


‘The reports so far received contain no fur- 
ther reference to Kurokt’s army, but Oku’s 
operations on the extreme left of the Japa- 
nese front are covered with more detail. 

Oku’s army is divided into three columns, 


the right, center, and left, the left being on, 


the extreme west. The following dispatch 
from Oyama's headquarters gives the situa- 
tion on the morning of Wednesday, Oct. 12, 
and covers in bare outline the fighting of that 
and the following days: 

“The column ofthe right army is now at- 
tacking the enemy at Chaohsienlen. The 
center column of the same army occupied the 
Surrounding heights of Lienhua and Maerh 
mountains. The left colurnn is now attacking 
a remnant of the enemy's force on a height 
north of Shaotakou. 

“ The attack movement of the right army, 
‘owing to topographical difficulties, is not pro- 
ceeding as desired. 

“The right column of the center army com- 
menced Its attack movement at 10 o'clock in 
the morning against a height north of Huch- 
jakuchiateu. At 2 o’clock the enemy's artil- 
lery began retreating. 


Oku Continues Advance. 
¥The right column occupied Panchiapo on 
the morning of the 18th. Its advanced force 
hasalready reached Pachiatzu. This column 
has been reinforced from the supports now 
attacking a division of Russians in the rear 
_ of Huanghuatien, but the state of the fighting 
is uncertain. 
_ Several batteries of Russian artillery post- 
ed at Chienhuanchitien made a stubborn re- 
sistance, and part of our supports attacked 
them with artillery. The attack is proceed- 
ing satisfactorily..

Steady Advance on Mukden. 

The foregoing dispatch apparently covers 
in brief the operations of the Japanese army 
up to the evening of: Oct. 13. A supple- 
mentafy dispatch, as follows, throws a little 
more light on the fighting on Oct. 18 and 
shows steady advance on Mukden. 

“The right column of the right army was 
facing @ strong force of the enemy at Chaoh- 
sienlin, but. after the arrival of reinforce- 
ments our progress there improved. 

“ The center column of the right army is 
now attacking a strong body of the enemy. 

“The right wing of the left column of the 
right army after a desperate battle occupied 
the northern helght of Shaotaku, the key 
of the enemy's position. 

“ The attack movement of the center army 
is proceeding satisfactorily. The forces have 
oecupied the heights north of Huchia- 
kuchiatgu and Manchulfun. 

™ The center column of the left army is now 
attacking Shahapo, only twelve miles south 
of Mukden. The right column of the same 
army isattacking Huanghuatien. After sun- 
set part of the right wing of the left coiumn 
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attacked Liuchenpo (or Linshipu) and an- 
other part occupied Wanhchiayuatzu. 

“Our fresh reinforcements are constantly 
arriving at Yental and In that vicinity.” 

‘The first partial casaalty report of the 
battle now progressing south of Mukden was 
received today. Part of the central column 
of the left army lost on Wednesday one 
officer killed and six wounded, and had about 
$00 men killed or wounded. — 


JAPS CROSS HUN RIVER. 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE RUSSIAN 
WESTERN ARMY, Oct. 18, via Peking, Oct. 
14.—Siulintzu was safely held until midnight | 
tonight, when all the wounded and the bag- 
gage had been removed. Contrary to former 
plans, the advance of the Japanese, which 
had been pushing up the Liao river, as though 
with a determination to ttrn the Russian 
right flank, has now crossed the Hun river. 

The lines are in contact from the west to 
the east, and the opposing armies are in a 
square frontal fight. 


VIVID OF BATTLE. 

{The following deseription by @ Russian corre- 
spomient covers the story of the battle of Oct. 10 
and 11, before the Japanese began to drive the 
Russians back.) 

SOUZATOUM (twelve miles south of 
Mukden, on the railroad), Oct. 13.—[De- 
layed.)—For over.two da@s the battle has 
raged ceaselessly. It was close to midnight 
of Oct. 10 when ‘the Japanese attempted to 
surprise and attack our frontal positions in 
the impenetrable darkness, and hurled the 
full force of ‘their battalions against our in- 
trenchments. The darkness was split by the 
biaze of their rifles and the answering 
volleys of.our own men. The attack never 
ceased for hours, We lay close, hugging 
the intrenchments, with but few minutes of 
respite, every man’s gun to his shoulder 
firing at the flashes until near dawn, when 
the evilboding rifle fire ce@sed and even the 
distant batteries were silent. 

We watched the daylight break th Hinabiin of 
red. and yellow. The clouds, seemingly 
tinged. with streaks of blood, hung over the 
silent valley, which might have been empty 
for all the signs of life it gave, while from 
the plain below us rose dark and silent hills, 
lke the silhouettes of tombstones through 
the half light. The fog thickened, covering 
low lying places. Nothing could have better 
suited for today's duel between two races. 

| Dawn Brings the Battle. 

“Day had hardly lightened the slope of the 
two horned mountain, when our batteries | 
began to cover it with shrapnel. Puffs of 
white smoke-marked the 'landing of each 
shell. With one naked eye we could see the 
Japanese being shelled out of their trenches. 

“First one arid then groups of three or 
four black figures sprang into view, squat- 
ting down, running for cover, or scurrying 
&way among the rocks, but the shells fol- 
lewed then,-tearing up the rocks. The Jap- 
anese fell literally like wheat thrown by 
the hand of a sower. 

**On the mountain, beside the Buddhist 
temple, our battery was also working. Then 
another opened from the opposite side. The 
Japanese fled so quickly that the gunners 

could hardly follow them. 

'“ Soon Japanese resourcefulness showed it- 
self. They fired the big native village on 
the side of the two horned mountain, rightly 
guessing that the wind from the east would 
earry the smoke towards us, making a screen 
for them and confusing the aim of our gun- 


ners.

ST. PETERSBURG, Qct. 15, 2:80. m.—The

indulging in the deepest pessimism. 

In the absence of official news the public is 
being fed on the wildest rumors of defeat 
suffered by Gen. Kouropatkin today. 

The fact that no word regarding the battle 
has been officially given out only confirms 
the popular fear. The explanation offered 
that today was a holiday does not suffice to 
allay the apprehension. . 

Gen. Kouropatkin's report of the result of 
the day’s operations has reached Emperor 
Nicholas at Tsarkoe Selo, but it had not 
been returned here before the war commig- 
sion, which sat only until 9:30 o'ctock, ad- 
journed. 

Czar Bitterly Disappointed. 

The emperor himself is represented as be- 
ing bitterly disappointed and spending hours 
with his cabinet, studying out,. with the help 
of his military aides, the of 
tle. 
The general staff, hidueves: by no means 
despairs, though admitting that the tide the 
last few days has been against Gen. Kouro- 
patkin. The general staff says the battle.is 
not yet over, and that in any a there Js 
no question of a rout. | 

The depressing feature of the situation is 
that every one is willing to believe the worst. 
Thus, reports from Tokio and elsewhere stat- 
ing that the Japenese are advancing and the 
Russians falling back are accepted with faith 
based upon the previous Russian retreat. 

Defeat “Only an Episode,” 

There is scanty.comment in the morning 
newspapers here upon the military situation. 
The Novosti frankly characterizes it as a 
defeat, but hopes for better news. 

The Russ says, that while the retirement 
and loss of guns constitute an unpleasant epi- 
sode—it is only an episode. Gen. Kouropat- 
‘kin’s plan of battle, the article adds, is too 
extensive to be judged by a minor reverse 
to one part of the line, and. better news is 
expected from the eastern flank, from 
whsne¢ reports are yet meager, but where 
most important operatiois are proceeding. 


e Falis on Kouropatkin. 
Naturally many reports are current as to 
the genesis of the forward movement. It 
is freely stated that Gen. Kouropatkin was

“opening fire. Even after they commenced it

Reports of heavy losses during the night 
attack are coming in. The Tomsk regiment 
suffered terribly. Of the briHiant Tamboff 
regiment few remained. The troops fought 
like heroes throughout the hours of dark- 
ness and the morning found the most of them 
dead on the ground they. had. bravely de- 
fended. Those remaining continue to fight. _ 

In the big village before us the remnants 
of several regiments, after repelling attacks 
throughout the night, ensconced themselves 
in the shelter of walls of houses prepared for 
a fresh day's work. 


Attack on Temple. Mountain. 
Japanese attack- on Temple moun- 
tain, held by the Volonski regiment, began 
at 8:45 o’clock in the morning, but our bat- 
teries on each side kept them in view and 
repelled the attack. 

The attack’ was repeated at 10 o "clock, 
and finally at noon the general commanding 
ordered a retirement from the position, going 
to Shikhi.. We had scarcely left the ‘hill be- 
fore it was covered with Japanese projectiles. 

At Shikhi we met Gen. Zalinsky, who had 
come to report. Then an aid galloped. up 
with the news that the Japanese had driven 
us from the railroad on the west, but had not 
followed up the temporary advantage, stop- 
ping to cook their noonday meal. Late at 
night we caught them ata disadvantage, and 
the Morshensk regiment paid them with in- 
terest for their success of the morning. 


Drag Guns Up Mountains. 

. Our men are displaying the greatest bra- 
very and endurance in the face of all obsta- 
cles. Guns have been dragged by hand up 
impossible mountains. In one narrow defile 
the Japanese rol stones upon them. We 
could not take the pass, but men scaled the 
hillsides and took heights commanding the 
Japanese position after a stubborn fight. . 

Our right has recovered itself. We have 
kept within touch of our turning column, so 
that strategically we have a decided advan- 
tage. 

The Japanese today landed an unexpected 
blow on our right flank and took two bat- 
teries, but we regained them. 

We are all wet to the skin. A thunder storm 
of almost tropical character swept down upon 
us last night and flooded the trenches. The 
sky was torn with bolts, heavier than those 
of any artillery. It is now 10 o'clock in the 
morning, and the storm in increasing. The 
crash of thunder mingled with the roar of 
cannon and the whistle of bullets and shells 
tmnakes a glorious but terrible spectacle. !

Asked concerning Russia’s economic condi- 
tions, the ambassador said: “I see no evi- 
dence that the war is seriously affecting 
Russia’s trade, business, or finances. The 
war naturally disarranges and depresses 
some lines of business, but this condition 
prevails no more in Russia than it did in 
Fngland during the Boer war. There is no 
widespread depression and nothing like a}. 
panicky sentiment. 

“Russian finances seem equal to all pres- 
ent and future requirements. The status 
cf the latest issue of Russian bonds shows 
this. Beginning at par, they rapidly ad- 
vanced, despite the early discouragements of 
the war, until they reached 521 last Wednes- 
Gay. These bonds are largely held in the 
foreign markets, so the steady advance not 
cnly indicates Russian optimism, but re- 
flects the opinion of financiers in the great 
money markets of the world. With such 
credit prevailing. Russia is not likely to 
lack ample sinews of war.’ 


Internal Disorders Exaggerated. 

’ Asked relative to the rumors of internal 
troubles in Russia, Ambassador McCormick 
‘said he had not observed any indication of } 
serious unrest or agitation. Once in awhile 
there was some local dfsorder, without sig- 
nificance, which the foreign.opponents of 
Russia magnified into a general movement, 
whereas no such movement existed. 

‘The appointment of Prince Sviatopolk- 
Mirsky as minister of the Interior In succes- 
sion to M. von Plehve,”’ said Mr. McCormick,

on Russian affairs,mainly toward moderating 
the severity of old ‘Russian traditions.

FEWER DEATHS FROM PHTHISIS. 


Census Bureau Reports 187 to 100,000 
of Population in 1900 and 245 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—Aceording to 
a bulletin issued by the census bureau today 
the greatest diminution in the death rate of 
persons under 45 is in the mortality from 
consumption, which in the registration area 
was 187 per 100000 of populatiof‘in 1900, 
while in 1890 it was 245. The statistics indi- 
eate that the increase was due algo to a 
lessening of the mortality from diphtheria, 
and diseases of children, the lower death 
rates from these causes being considerably 
more than sufficient to offset the increased 
mortality from pneumonia, cancer, heart 
disease, apoplexy, and other diseases of old 


age.

There are automobilists who are not ex- 
perts. There are machines which get out 
of order at the moment they should not and 
become uncontrollable. For these and other 
good reasens the higher rate of speed for 
which the club members are clamoring 
should no more be allowed to them than to 
merchants who use automobiles for the de- 
livery of goods. Really, of the two the com- 
mercial vehicle should be given the prefer- 
ence. It is more desirable that goods should 
be delivered promptly than that the danger. 
ous rage men have for driving their auto-

The vitality of the police power cannot be 


better illustrated than by the charges which 
the radical municipal ownership party is 
now making against the proposed Chicago 
City railway ordinance. These charges in- 
clude the statement that the ordinance ip’ 
question contracts the city’s police power 
away in return for certain concessions from 
the company. In the first place, the state- 
ment_is a mis-statement. The police power 
is specifically reserved to the city by sec- 
tion 31. 

In the second place, even if the statement 
were true, and even if the city were delib- 
erately attempting to divest itself of i 
police power, it would be in the position of 
a man deliberately attempting to jump out 
of his skin. There are no two opinions on 
this point among lawyers. The amount of 
police power now residing in the city govern- 
ment of Chicago cannot be diminished by it 
even through its own action. 

If the city council cannot settle the trac- 
tion question it must at least give the city 
better service pending the issue of its delib- 
erations.. Will there not be some exercise of 
the police power immediately? _ 


EXPANSION FOR THE M. V. L. 
Why shouldn’t the Municipal Voters’ 
league do for the county board and for the 
drainage board the work that itis now doing | 
for the city council? | 
The city council is a loca! legislative body. 
So is the county board. So is the drainage 
board. Methods applicable to any one of 
the three bodies are applicable to the other. 
two, 

This fall a county board will be elected. 
How many citizens know enough about the 
candidates to do anything but vote either 
for the whole republican string or else for 
the whole democratic string? The obscurity 
which involves the candidates for the legis- 
lature is fitfully irradiated by bulletins from 
the Legislative Voters’ league. The obscur- 
ity which involves the candidates for the 
county board is never visited by even the 
most casual and transient gleam of light. 
There is a great need of some organized 
method of determining the honesty and effi- 
ciency of candidates for the county board by 
| studying and publishing their records, 

This organized method cannot be fur- 
nished by the newspapers. If any news- 
paper should attempt to issue bulletins with 
regard to county commissioners similar to 


| those which the M. V. L. issues with regard 


to aldermen and which the L, V. L. issues - 
with regard to legislators its action would 
not appear in the columns of its rivals and 
full publicity would not be gained. ‘ 
In the days before the M. V. L. was formed 
the newspapers used to publish the names | 
of the aldermen who had voted for corrupt 
ordinances. Whereupon those aldermen 
were reélected. They encountered no or- 
ganized, continuous opposition in their home 
wards. Improvement came only when the 
M. V. L., standing outside newspaper jeal- 
ousies, effected a permanent organization 
for tracking every gray wolf to his lair and 
for standing on guard till he was slain. 
The M. YV. L. still has such a permanent 
organization, respected and trusted. If it 
could be extended to include the county . 
board and finally the drainage board the 
voters of Chicago would have a flood of light 
turned on their path. 
Only one real danger could be anticipated. 
Both the M. V. L. and the L. V. L. have 
shown an inclination to encroach from the 
candidate’s character upon his opinions. At 
the present moment, for instance, the L. V. 
L. requests all candidates for the legislature 
to say, among other things, that they are in 
favor of the principle of home rule for mv- 
nicipalities. Tue is in favor of 
home rule for municipalities. But it does’ 
not believe that it is the function of an or- 
ganization like the L. V. L. to interrogate 
candidates with regard to theories of politi- 
eal science. The voters have all the facili- 
ties that they need for arriving at general 
principles. What they want is merely au- 
thentic information with regard to the politi- 
eal record and personal character of the men 
who are seeking their suffrages. 

If the M. V. L. could furnish this informa-

PREVENTION OF RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 

The signal system in the New York sub- 
way is said to be the most perfect in ex- 
istence. The signals tell a motorman not 
only if the next block is clear, but also if 
the block beyond that is clear. « Nor is the 
protection of trains confined to the signals. 
There is a device by which the power is cut 
off and the train stopped if a motorman run 
past a danger signal and into a block where 
there is another train. 

This approaches the peifection of pro- 
tection. The cutting off the power does 
away with the danger of the stupid or reck- 
less motorman. The faet that an electric 
road can be operated so safely will cause 
the traveling public to hope that the day 
soon will come when steam will be supplant- 
ed by ele¢tricity on railroads. There is no 
device to stop the locomoti~ e engineer after 
he has disregarded the danger signal. 

Railroad employés are much given to neg- 
lecting orders and paying no attention to 
signals, 
been overworked, but usually because they 
have not learned the soldierly habit of obey- 
ing orders to the letter under all circum- 
stances. It was discovered on one road 
which had the block system that an erfineer 
was ip the habit of disregarding the danger 
signal set up against him to the extent of 
running to a water tank, he assuming that 
while he was filling his tender the signal] 
would be lifted. One day it was not and 
an accident happened. 

The railroads should install the block sys- 


should compel employés to obey orders and 
signals unquestioningly, and break them of 
the vicious habit of assuming that they 
know best. The engineer who disregards 
a signal should be discharged whether there 
is any harm done or not. That will make 
the men who hold in their hands the lives 
of others more careful. 

Rigid, unrelenting discipline is as much 
needed on a railroad as it is in an army. 


WESTERN AND EASTERN COLLEGFS. 

Is western college life more modern than 
the eastern? Is it less artificial? Isit more 
practical? Is it more se..ous? These are 
the four questions which President Harper 
of Chicago university sets out to answer in 
the current North American Review. The 
first three are answered in the affirmative, 
the fourth is not answered categorically, but 
the writer inclines to the opinion that west- 
ern college life, by being more modern, more 
natural, and more practical, is also more 
serious. 

According to President Harper, higher 
education in the west is more modern be- 
cause More democratic and less given to 
exclusiveness. He believes there is a closer 
relation. between faculty and students as 
well as between the college and the public. 
: The segregation of the sexes he believes to be

Western colleges have 
adopted coedueation more generally than 
the eastern, and are, less medi- 
eval. 

The western ‘collage is more natural than 
the eastern because of the closer relation of 
the faculties and students and the equality 
of the sexes. The influence of state univer- 
sities in the west is said to have made higher 
education more democratic, and hence more 
natural, by placing its control more directly 
with the public. The greater amount of 
money spent by students in eastern institu- 
tions is an additional reason for greater 
artificiality.” 

Western education is more practical be- 
cause students devote a large portion of 
their study to matters which stand in close 
touch with practical life. There is a closer 
identification of professional and college 
training, a matter in which the east is be- 
ginning to emulate the west. 

Undoubtetlly some of these differences do 
exist. There is more money in the eaat than 
in the west. Moreover, many of the rich 
people of the west prefer to send their chil- 
dreht east to finish their education. 

The higher institutions of the east and 
/west are different from each other because 
the two sections of the country have distinct 
ehafacteristice.

Lord FitzWilliam. is taking with him on 
board the Harlech Castle an elaborate boring 
apparatus, and if he finds any islands on the 
Pacific coast of this continent where coal can 
be found, he expects to secure leases thereof 
from the governments to which they belong. 
Moreover, he is convinced that there are coal 
beds in Polynesia. As stated above, he is 
undertaking this venture in view of the 
opening of the Panama canal, and one cannot 
but admire the enterprise and foresight of

Britain. 


In view of the controversy that has occu- 
pied the attention of the genera! convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal church at Bos- 
ton, it may be said that public opinion in 
England is decidedly averse to the refusal of 
the sacraments to those who have figured 
in divorce cases. Indeed, it is in deference 
to this widespread feeling that cases of such 
refusal of the sacraments arerare. The most 
notable instance was that of the present 
countess of Shrewsbury. The latter eloped 
from her first husband, Alfred Mundy, with 
Lord Shrewsbury, a youth who had barely 
come of age and who was much younger than 
herself. She married him, after being 
divorced from her first husband. 

Some fifteen or sixteen years afterwards, 
when her children were in their teens, she 
happened to spend the hunting season in 
some hunting country within the diocese 
of the bishop of Chester. She had leased a 
country place and contributed liberally dur- 
ing her sojourn to the parish charities, be- 
sides doing much good In the district. More 
over, she was a regular attendant at church.

The rector,.when called to account, excused 
himself by stating that he had received in- 
structions of the bishop of Chester—that is to 
say, of his diocesan—to refuse the sacraments 
to the countess of Shrewsbury, on the ground 
that she had been the respondent In a divorce 
case. But there was a strong outburst of 
indignation against the bishop, who was 
charged with singularly unchristianlike 
charity in raking up at the altar a scandal! 
of many years ago, almost entirely forgotten, 
and that the unfortunate woman pees done 
her best to live down.

Hold Out Glad Hand ~ 
to Clubs of Mere Men. 


General Federation of Women Ready to 
Foregather with Male Organizations 
.—Plans to Teach the Weaker 
Sex All About Business. 


The extension of eligibility to membership 
in the General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
to organizations of men having purposes 
identical with those of the federated women’s 
clubs was advocated yesterday by Mrs. 
Sarah Platt Decker, president of the federa- 
tion. 

Mrs. Decker announced that the board of 
directors of the federation is planning the 
establishment of a central office through 
which the 7,000 clubs comprising the federa- 
tion will be brought tnto closer union. At 
the same time she urged all women’s clubs to 
organize business departments’’ for the 
instruction of members in “ banking, rent- 
ing, real estate, taxes, mortgages, and in- 
vestments.” 

Mrs. Decker arrived in Chicago in the morn- 
ing. She came here to speak at several clubs, 
and is the guest during her visit of Mrs. John 
D. Sherman, secretary of the general federa- 
tion, 


*, 

In advocating the adminaion of men's clubs 
to the federation Mrs. Decker urged that 
the time has come when men and women 
should work hand in hand along the lines 
mapped out by the federation. 

She favored letting down the bars of the 
fetieration as a first step in the work of enlist- 
ing the masculine forces in the reform work 
undertaken by the federation. She advo- 
cated the seating of men delegates in the 
biennial conventions of the general federation 
and the appointment of mer on the commit- 
tees of the federation. 

‘“ All the available forces should be concen- 
trated,’’ declared Mrs. Decker. ‘“‘ The men 
need not initiate the reform work, they need 
not attend all the smaller meetings, but when 
we have reached the point where we want 
legislation we should have the active sup- 
port of the men. It isan easy thing fora man 
to go toa state legislature and work for the 
passage of a bill; it is an arduous task for 
a woman. The work of the federation could 
be divided between the men and the women 
in such a way that both sexes would have 
congenial and suitable work to do.” 

Mrs. Decker cited the work being done by 
the federated clubs all over the country to 
protect the children of this generation. the 
men and women of the next, by securing 
the passage of adequate child labor laws. 
She urged that this work is as much a man’s 
as a woman’s. 

“And we are engaged in other similar 
work.’’ Mrs. Decker declared. “ and we need 
the active support of the men.” 

She urged that the men should be the pow- 
erful allies of the federation, upon whom it 
could call in time of need. 

Her plan encompasses the ultimate organ- 
ization of a parliament composed of men 
and women, at which the needs of all classes 
can be discussed and reform work mapped 
cut. After that the women would do all 
the routine work, and the men would be 
expected to take enough time from their bus!- 
ress at the right time to deal the decisive 
etroke. 

purthaemne’: Mrs. Decker urged that the 
individual clubs and state federations should 
pursue a broader and more liberal policy 
by inviting the men to participate in their 
deliberations. 

In speaking of the proposed central office 

Mrs. Decker said accounts would be kept of 


clubs and federations in every state, clip- 
pings bearing on the work of the 7,000 feder- 
ated clubs would be kept on file, and a library 
of state statute books, club books, and club 
papers would be collected. 

“We have worked disjointedly too long,” 
declared Mrs. Decker, “ and by means of this 
bureau we hope to bring the clubs into closer 
relationship than they have ever been be- 
fore. 
is an integral part of the federation, that its 
work is of intrinsic value to the federation. 
Every club woman in the country will feel 
that the federation has a personal interest 
in her. The purpose is to make the union 
of clubs more complete and effective and to 
make their influence for good more potent. 
At the present time rural clubs do not come 
in close enough contact with the federation.

IN N ASTRONOMY 


| “The! Little That Is Known About the Universe. 


HE human mind fs as iticapable of 
forming any conception of the magni- 
tude of the universe as is an earth- 
worm of framing to itself an ade- 
quate idea of the extent of the solar 

pee. When we look up at the stars at 
night they do not seem so immeasurably 
remote. Some of'them, when on the horizon, 
look as though they might be caught up by 
the earth in the course of its revolution. 

Light travels 180,000 miles a second, yet the 
light from those stars may have been scores 
of years in reaching our eyes. 

The sun is 93,000,000 miles from the earth. 


1A railway train running at the rate of sixty 


miles an hour without stops would be 160 
years going to the sun from the earth. Five 
generations would be born during the jour- 
ney. Yet the sun is near as compared with 
most of the heavenly bodies. Arcturus, one 
of the most remote stars whose parallaxes 
have been measured with tolerable ac- 


the sun—or 6651,000,000,000,000 miles away. 
But even Arcturus fs not distant compared 
with some stars whose parallaxes have not 
been accurately ascertained. Sir William 
Herschel, the greatest astronomer since 
Newton, estimated a century and a half ago 
that it took light 14,000 years to travel to 
the earth from the farthest stars that he 
could see with his telescope. Those stars 
may have become extinct 14,000 years ago, 
and yet we would not know it because we 
would still receive light from them. Light 
travels 180,000 miles per second. There are 
$1,558,149 seconds in a year. Light, there- 
fore, travels 5,680,463,820,000 miles in a year. 
Multiply this number by 14,000—the number 
of years required for light to reach use from 
the niost remote stars Sir William Herschel 
saw—and you get 79,526,593,480,000,000, the 
number of miles those stars are distant from 
the earth. 


Herschel acquired great skill in making 
telescopes. He had one reflecting telescope 
that was four feet tn diameter. But his 
glasses were extremely imperfect as com- 
pared with many that have been made since. 
|The great refracting tclescope at the Lick 
observatory, with its thirty-six inch object 
glass, and the one at the Yerkes observatory 
at Lake Geneva, Wis., with its forty inch 
glass—the largest refracting telescope in the 
world—open up distances far greater than 
Herschel ever looked through; and every 
addition to the power of the telescope has 
revealed to the astronomer myriads upon 
myriads of stars in addition to and beyond 
those that had been seen before. It is es- 
timated that with a good, modern telescope 
100,000,000 stars may be seen. The light 
from the most remote of them is probably 
at least 20,000 years in reaching our earth, 
and extending far out beyond them into in- 
finity are millions upon millions more which 
cannot be seen. The mind, which finds it im- 
possible to form any intelligent idea even 
of the 25,000 miles in the circumference of 
our puny earth, is stupefied by the thought 
of such numbers and such distances. When 
man attempts to form a notion of the stellar 
system’s magnitude he begins dimly to real- 
ize how infinitesimal a speck he is. 
The ancients had various curious and poet- 
ical ideas as to the form of the universe. 
Pythagoras, greatest among ancient Greek 
astronomers, taught that the heavenly bodies 
were set in eight crystalline spheres: The 
common center of these spheres was the 
earth. The fixed stars were all set in the 


known planets revolved each of them in a 
sphere of its own. As the spheres rolled 
around upon each other in their daily revo- 
lutions they made a celestial music, the 
“music of the spheres,” which was of so 
elevated a character that only the gods 
could hear it. 

Herschel, who penetrated deeper into the 
secrets of the firmament than any astrono- 
mer, ancient or modern, held a much less 
poetic theory. His idea for a time was that 
the mean thickness of the stellar universe 
from top to bottom was about 155 times as 


‘great as the stars of the first magnitude are 


distant from our earth; that its diameter 
was about 850 times as great as this dis- 
tance; and that our earth was near the middle 
of it. This being correct, the universe would 
have about the form given it in the accom- 
panying fllustration. 


But Herschell evolved this theory when the 
most remote stars he had seen were stars 
whose light comes to the earth in 7,000 years. 
When he later saw stars so distant that their 
light was 14,000 years in reaching the earth, 
he wisely concluded he would never be able 
to form any idea of the universe more definite 
than that its boundaries extended, at least 
in the direction of the milky way, much far- 
ther than his telescopes could penetrate: and 
he gave up all attempts to ascertain its ex- 
ternal form. Subsequent astronomers also 
have tried to get some notion of the universe’s 
external shape. But the universe, for aught 
we yet know, is as boundless and formless as 
space itself. 

Whence came this stupendous mechanism 
which is of so great interest to us and of

| HERRICK’S “THE COMMON LOT.” | 


_ Reviewed by Elia W. Peattie. | 
HE best piece of work that Robert 

Herrick has yet done, in a career that 
has shown much intellectual and some 
emotional progress, is his latest novel, 
“THE COMMON LOT.” 

This appeared serially in the Atlantic, and 
now comes in book form from the press of 
the Macmillan company. The Macmillans 
are to be congratulated. They have put out 
a book with ideas—not small and pleasing 
ones merely—though there are plenty vf 
those by way of decoration—but large ideas; 
those which reach down to the roots of life, 


the parched earth. 

it is probable that the greater part of the 
readers who cltance in their busy day to 
glance at these columns of review are ai- 
ready acquainted with the story of “ The 
Common Lot.” 
brutal brevity, the story of Jackson Hart, 
a Chicago architect of ability, who was well 
educated and who grew up with the expecta- 
tion of inheriting wealth. He was disap- 
pointed in this expectation, and, a poor man, 
married to a woman who put emphasis upon 
those finer and more spiritual phases of liv- 
ing which her husband considered negligible, 
he went out tomake his way. He made it rap- 


ness and trick of getting “in the procession " 
made it possible for him. to, crowd to the 
front. As he went oni path that became, 
quickly enough, that of a man who strangled 
every scruple that arose to hinder progress, 
he became in a sense not recognized by him- 
self, a.man dangerous to society. His work 
was dishonest. 


|<} He assisted.in the erection of great struct- 


ures which were not built as they should have 
been—not built according to the plans. And 
his day of reckoning came. With a sense of 
growing horror and fatality, the reader, al- 
‘most from the first, suffers a prescience of 
what the character of that ‘punishment will 
be. It is the destruction by fire of a cheaply 
built apartment house for which Mart is re- 
sponsible. The miserable man stands by to 
see men and women and little children going 
to their death in the fames—to see himseif 
‘a many times murderer because of his com- 
promises with his workman’s conscience, his 
capitulation to the demon of greed within 
him. 


He is shamed at last—shamed, and yet not : 


ready for the ultimate sacrifice. But his 
wife, Helen, whose finer nature has hitherto 
been subordinated to his arrogant and dom- 
inating one, assumes control of their desti- 
/ nies. It is by the light of her star, not of his, 
that they go on. Her love for him, once 
romantic and delicate, sensitive and de- 
pendent, takes to itself another form. It 
,becomes maternal, pitying, sacrificial, and 
utterly devoted. Events, one feels, might 
have disrupted or disturbed the first senti- 
ment; but nothing can affect this second one, 
which is all-withstanding. : 

The scene is laid in Chicago, and much of 
the book shows the town at its vulgar, greedy 
worst. The pity and shame, within the pity 
and shame of the story, is that, after all, 


was only an adventure marqué. He failed 
in his villiany and incurred the contempt 
of persons worse but more successful than 
himself. Some lingering taint of conscience, 
or religious inclination, or domestic fealty 
kept him from mounting to heights of wrong- 
doing. It was only when he began to re- 
build himself after his wife’s plan of living 
that he was of real significance. And since 
he began that construction late, he could not 
attain conspicuosity. We got no further 
than honor—no further than sacrifice—no 
further than true love. 

Seldom has an American novel concluded 
with so true and yet so quiet a climax. The 
unrefilecting might accuse it of lacking cli- 
max. But the more thoughtful will perceive 
here an example of a conclusion consistert 
with life as it is and with ideals as they 
ought to be-+it meets, curiously and finely 
enough, those two apparently unreconcila- 
ble conditions. Morally speaking, the book 
is tremendous. Artistically speaking. it is 
good. It has, indeed, but one artistic defect 
as a work of modern realism—for as sucltt 
must be judged-—and that defect is some lack 
of infatuation on the author’s part for the 
heroine. Had he cared for her a little more, 
s@en her more lovingly as she came and went 
in her daily living, insisted a trifle less upon 
her rectitude of soul and betrayed a little 
more~her loveliness and magnetism, he 
would have given to his work that high light 
which it requires. 

For it is not enough that a work of art 
should be approved of. It must be loved if 
it is to be- indeed a success, And had Mr. 
Herrick cared more for his Heroine the read- 
er would have cared more too. 

I am frank to say that I see in Mr. Herrick 
powers of work, of definite thought, of pro- 
gression and achievement, which I do not 
discern in any other writer of prose fiction 
in Chicago today. He does not touch with 
so swift and sympathetic a touch the con- 
cerns of life and death as certain other 
writers of our western group. But he has 
the training, the intellectual impetus, and

“ Before we have an American literature 
we must have an American criticism,” wrote 
John Russell Lowell; and this sentiment is 
quoted by one of the young American criitcs 
who is surely making his way tn the esteem 
of those who love comment, comparison, and 
classification. This is Mr. Paul Elmer More, 
a newspaper man in his hours of necessitous 
application and a writer of various pleasing 
things in those overhours in which a Hterary 
‘artist is permitted to “ pleasure ” himself, as 
’ Herrick the poet would have put it. 

“SHERBURNE ESSAYS” is Mr. More’s 
latest book, and it appears almost simul- 
taneously with the announcement that he is 
half author of the popular “ Jessica” let- 
ters. These essays have appeared in the 
Atlantic Monthly, the Independent, the In- 
ternational Monthly, the Sewanee Review, 
and the New York Evening Post, of which 
last famed publication Mr. More fs the lit- 
erary editor. The essays of the present vol- 
ume—a volume to be followed by another, if 
one may judge ‘from the title page—are: 
“ A Hermit’s Notes on Thoreau,”’ “ The Sol!- 
tude of Nathaniel Hawthorne,” ‘‘ The Infin- 
ence of Hawthorne afd Poe,” “ The Influ- 
ence of Emerson,” The Spirit of Carlyle,” 
“The Science of English Verse,” “ Arthur 
Symons: The Two Illusions,” “ The Epic of 
Ireland,” ‘‘Two Poets of the Irish Move- 
‘ment,” “ Tolsto!; or, The Ancient Feud Be- 
tween Philosophy and Art,”’ and “ The Re- 
lHgious Ground of Humanitarianism.” | 

The essay on Emerson gives tndication of 
that undeniable originality which is a feature 
of Mr. More's work, and the five last essays 
in the book confirm the reader in the convic- 
tion that the essayist Is one who has got far 
beyond worn paths, and who ventures to go 
across country at his own goodpleasure. 
Mr. More had been a diligent student of Cel- 
tic literature, and writes upon such matters 
with authority. It may be suggested that 
those desirous of understanding the meanihg 
of the latter day Dublin poets cannot do bet- 
ter than to consult “Shelburne Essays” 
for Mr. More’s explanations and {llumina- 
tiens. Concerning Tolstoi and ‘humanita- 
rianism—the word is used in its popular, not 
its technical meariing—Mr. More writes with 
gravity and feeling. He has a good under- 
standing of orilentalism, and while he has 
in no way turned from his Inherited faith so 
those older ones which were. born eat the ver- 
itable east in the dawn of thought, still he 
has pleasure in tracing to thefr true sources 
the distinctive contributions to humanitarian 
philosophy made bv Christianity. *

Marie Corelli has a new novel called 
“GOD'S GOOD MAN.” It is not a light 
thing to read a novel by Miss Corelli. She 
is not one of those who etch with a few swift 
strokes, a situation, a hint at a character, 
and leave a story somewhere “up a tree.’’ 
She enters into her novel with zest, explains 
everything that anybody, no matter how in- 
quisitive, could desire to know, sustains un- 
abated interest through over 500 pages of 
closely printed matter, and, in the end, kills 
off. the people who deserve to be killed off. 
marries the true lovers, and leaves the gal- 
lery in a glow. 

Notwithstanding these obvious and insist- 
ent recommendations to popularity, it cannot 
be said that Miss Corelli's books are alto- 
gether cheap. She is a woman of enormous 
information and of good taste. She acquaints 
her yniddle class audience with the doings of 
the “‘smart set,”’ all the time railing at the 
aristocrats for the benefit of the middle 
class, and thus confers a two fold gratifica- 
tion—that of making the plain people and all 
snobs feel themselves on intimate terms with 
the nobility, at the same time that they sym- 
pathize with their. condemnation and con- 
gratulate themselves on belonging to lower 
‘and more honest orders. Along with this 
subtle flattery go certain genuine graces, 
such as a love for churchly matters and a 
fondness for discussing the relations of 
Christianity to every day life. The charac- 
ters whom the author designs to be good are 
genuinely so, and they have a certain fasci- 
nation for the reader. 3 

The reprehensible people are labeled with 
their offenses, and those who run may read. 
| Some of those who read Miss Corelli may also 
desire to run, but it will do them no good. 
She is here, with a certain omnipresence, 
‘She fills the demand for a detailed, elaborate, 
intimate, semi-melodramatic, semi-religious 
book almost as long as life.

She 
has traveled, and now ehe has written this 
strangely attractive and moving book, deal- 
ing with the people of the Shetland isles. 

There is no heroine at all, and the hero is 
only a tiller of a bleak little farm, poor 
almost as the sea fowl, and with no oppor- 
tunities save such as come to insular and 
poverty bound men. But this simple char- 
acter is made to loom large. A genius for 
goodness is within him, and something more 
—some gift of understanding and of poetry, 
of love of definite truth that makes him, 
with all his limitations, a natural scientist 
and instinctive philosopher. Gusts from the 
great world blow to him. He feels his ability, 
knows he might more than hold his own in 
the world, and stays island bound to attend 
a drunken mother, and to keep himself true 
to his ideals. 

The time comes when he awakens to the 
idea of love; but no woman is at hand to 
match him, and he takes to wife a little 
patient, loyal, dull, and homely creature, 
who has loved him since she was a child. 
From this stunted life there comes no out- 
ward and visible glory save the little son 
born to him and to the brown earth woman 
he has married. His ambitions, so long 
beaten down by adversity, center in this 
child. His wife realizes the same thing—for 
she is aware that in return for her absorb- 
ing love she has received only a good man’s 
protection. The book concludes with this 
sentence: ‘In the look that passed between 
them they knew that the best of their 


harvest was hope, the hope of the world—in | 


a little child.” 
Perhaps this sentence is a symbol as well 


as a fact. At any rate, it is of a piece with. 


the inherent truth of the whole book, which 
cannot but dwell pleasantly in the memory.

flowing.

There was a fair milling demand in the loca!

The whole trouble is the 
bad feeling brought up by the No. 2 northern 
figot, and with elevators determined to show 
that with the contract grade, No. 1 northern, 
it is and will be impossible to contro! this 
market. as there is not endugh contract 
wheat raised tomake hedging safe. especially 
this year."" Another message from there 
said: ‘“* The sharp advance in prices here in- 
dicates the elevators are going to show mill- 
ers and pit traders, many of whom voted 
against them, how pleasant it is to trade in 
an option, the grading of which is so high 
that less than 10 per cent of the receipts can 
get into it.”” While receipts at Minneapolis 
have been largeand stocks there wil! increase 
1.200.000 bu this week, the stocks of No. 1 
northern there. the contract grade. were only 
717,000 bu a week ago, and are not likely to be 
much higher this week. These stocks are 
said to be all owned by millers. 

The visible supply of wheat, which nearly 
reached last year’s figures a week ago, will 
undoubtedly pass the 1903 stocks in size next 
Monday. Minneapolis stocks.will increase 
1,200,000 bu for the week, compared with an 
increase of 60,000 bu for the corresponding 
week last year. Two mogpths ago he would 
have been a bold t er who would have pre- 
dicted the wheat ble this year would at 
any time equal the figures of the preceding 
crop. But between the high prices, which

The Northwestern Miller is taken to task 
for its estimate of the wheat crop of the 
northwest, at least so far as Otter Tail 
county, North Dakota, is concerned, by the 
‘Fergus Falls Journal,. In its issue of Oct. 
10 it says. ‘If the Northwestern Miller's 
figures in other counties are as far from the 
facts as its figures on Otter Tail county 
Jones is too high. The Miller places the 
acreage in Otter Tail county at 240,000. 
It then places the yield at 8 bu. per acre, 
which is 8 bu. too high. Very few fields 
yield 10, and there were thousands of acres 
which were not cut. Five bu. is a high aver- 
age for the total acreage sown. The most 
serious error which it has made is in giving 
the average weight of this wheat at 51 lbs per 
bu. Forty-one is nearer correct. One 
thrasher tells us the heaviest wheat he has 
thrashed weighed 42 Ibs. to the bu.” 

Supplies of old corn are so small and the 
advance in cash prices so rapid that eastern 
buyers have to pay more for cash corn than 
before the break in futures. With December

BOOM IN THE STOCK LIST. 


PRONOUNCED ACTIVITY RECALLS 
THE DAYS OF YORE. 


Gains of 1 to 2% Points in Many Issues, 
While in Some Cases Advances Are 
Much Greater—Buying Movement Is 
Decidedly Heavy—Stimulation Is 
Found in Hope of Favorable Bank 
Statement—Bond Transactions Re- 
flect Firm Feeling. | 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.} 

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—[Special.}]—Activity 
in stocks today was pronounced, the buying 
movemont recalling the days of huge trans- 
actions. Buying orders for single firms 
went as high as 50,000 shares, and more 
issues were dealt in than at any time this 
year. The closing was irregular. Gains of 
1@2% points were made in the general list. 
The combined strength and special prom!- 
nence of People’s Gas and Brooklyn Transit 
served to recall previous campaigns in these 
and other stocks, which were favorites of | 
the late ex-Gov. Flower. The conviction 
Was general also that a veteran operator 
and turfman, who has long refrained from 
leading operations in the market, was again 
conducting transactions on a large scale by 
characteristic methods. The movement car- 
ried all before it. 

The uneasiness which was caused yester- 
day by the comparative neglect of the rail-~ 
road stocks while low grade and unknown 
industrials and specialties absorbed all spec- 
ulative attention was relieved today by the 
revived animation of the standard railroad 
stocks, These were not all sharers from the 
outset in the strength, but before the day 
was over practically all important stocks had 
moved forward a point or more. 


Specific news had little to do with the 
day’s movement, but a strong stimulation 
was given by the unexpectedly large gain in 
cash promised by tomorrow's bank state- 
ment. The transfers on balance by ex- 
press to the interior have been so smal] this 
week that only an insignificant deduction 
has to be made from the amount yielded to 
the banks on subtreasury operations, which 
amounted to $6,017,000. New York exchange 
at Chicago also narrowed the discount 15c 
per $1,000, compared with 30c early in the 
‘week. The exhaustion of old crop supplies 
and the waiting for the new crop of corn may 
account for this pause in the interior move- 
ment.

In consequence of the deficiency in ‘the 
revenues, the cash in the offices of the treas- 


. ury and mint declined during the year from 


$170,020,582 to $137,520,204, and by Oct. 1 to 
$125,964,888. The available balance, includ- 
ing depogita in national banks and other 
credits was $238,.688,114 on June 30, 1903, and 
$151,414,162 on Oct. 1, 1904, 

The increase in the number of banks dur- 
ing the year was 395, and of these 262 de- 
posited less than $100,000 each In bonds to 
secure circulation and 381 less than $500,000 
each. On June 30 a single bank had on de- 


_.¢ posit $10,000,000 in bonds to secure circula- 


tion, while 1,820 had less than $25,000. 
Bonds Held to Secure Moneys. 


Bonds to secure public moneys were held 
for 842 institutions in fifty-two states and 
territories, including Porto Rico, in amounts 
varying from $40,000 to $10,000,000 or more. 

An addition of $118,798,148 was made dur- 
Bz the year to the monetary stock of the coun- 
“try and another of $31,829,509 in the foflow- 
ing quarter. Of the total increase $110,804,- 
460 was in gold. The aggregate supply on
